Murdered by the authorities 
of the state of Ctah. Nov. P.*, 11 * lf*.” 
A few days before threatening let 
tors were sent to tin* Utah officials, 
and one letter said that tin- I W 
AA. 
would take its revenge tor the killing 
of this convicted murderer. 
This organization is composed of 
ill** same class of people who were 
th** terror of 
all decent citizen-; 
of 
France at the time of the Red Terror. 
Their prototypes caused the French 
Commune atrocities when Paris was 
invested by th** Prussians. 
They are 
the same people who caused the draft 
riots in New York in I St;:;. 
They are 
Hie men who have been responsible 
for all the 
vile outrages that 
have 
stained tin* name of the workingmen 
in many states and who have brought 
shame upon th** cause of honest labor.
